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REPORT  OF  THE  FIRE  WARDS 

In  the  year  1  966  the  Town  of  FItzwilliam  voted  to  spend  the  sum  of  $1  5  ,000 
to  purchase  a  new  fire  truck.    We  took  delivery  of  this  truck  in  October,   1  9  66  . 
This  truck  carries  750  gallons  of  water,  a  750  gallon-per-minute  midship  pump 
and  1  200  feet  of  hose.    This  will  replace  the  1  936  Stewart.    This  truck  will  be 
used  for  forest  fires. 

This  past  year  we  saw  the  Port-o-Lite  Company  burn  at  the  Depot.    This  was 
the  fire  of  fires  in  the  past  twenty-five  or  thirty  years  in  this  town.    This  fire  re- 
quired eleven  trucks  to  control  the  fire.    Three  of  these  were  our  own  and  one  of 
these  broke  down  at  the  fire.    Through  the  Mutual  Aid  Center  we  received  help 
from  the  Towns  of  Troy,  Rindge,  Winchendon,  Mass.,  and  the  Meadowood  Fire 
Department.    We  had  about  $1  2  5  ,0  00  worth  of  equipment  at  this  fire  and  this 
was  at  no  cost  to  the  Town.    We,  as  fire  wards,  would  like  to  thank  these  towns 
for  the  help  they  gave  to  our  town. 

We  have  placed  an  article  In  the  Town  Warrent  asking  for  the  sum  of  $1  ,5  00 
dollars  to  Install  what  is  known  as  a  "Dry  Hydrant  System  "and  a  road  to  the  water 
hole  behind  the  block  across  from  the  Town  Hall  .    This  will  provide  protection  for 
the  village  area  and  allow  us  to  fill  tankers  in  the  winter  without  drilling  through 
ice. 

We  wish  to  thank  the  following  people  for  giving  any  town  radio  protection, 
without  cost,  to  the  Town:  Edward  and  Dorothy  Grant,  Robert  and  Marilyn  Dunton 
and  Winston  and  Jane  Wright. 

The  Town  saw  the  largest  brush  fire  since  19  49  and  this  fire  cost  a  considerable 
amount  of  money.     Due  to  this  fact  no  new  equipment  was  purchased  this  year  for 
the  men  or  the  trucks.

We  hod  1  1    grass  and  forest  fires  during  1  966  in  Fitzwilliam  with  a  burned 
acreage  of  approximately  1  7-5/8  acres;  one  fire  which  was  caused  by  lightning 
and  discovered  three  days  later  had  burned  deeply  into  the  ground  and  cost  over 
$17.00  to  suppress. 

We  issued  1  77  written  fire  permits  during  the  year.    We  did  assist  Richmond 
and  Jeffrey  on  forest  fires.  We  received  assistance  from  Jaffrey,   N.H.,  Rindge, 
N.H.,  Winchendon,  Mass  and  Meadowood  Fire  Department  to  help  suppress  our 
fires  at  a  critical  danger  point.

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REPORT  OF  THE  LIBRARIAN 

During  1  966  a  total  of  270  books  were  added  to  the  library's  collection.  Of 
these,  thirty-nine  were  gifts  from  individuals  and  organizations. 

A  total  of  5  094  books  were  borrowed  last  year,  302  8  adult  and  2  05  6 
juvenile . 

The  bookmobile  service  provided  us  with  over  600  books  on  loan  and  in 
addition,  many  reference  books  were  borrowed  from  the  N.H.  State  Library  in 
Concord  to  fill  special  requests  from  patrons. 

The  State  Affiliation  of  New  Hampshire  Libraries  has  once  again  provided  each 
member  library  with  a  grant  of  $1  00  .0  0  for  reference  books.    The  books  have  not 
arrived  as  yet  but  will  make  a  valuable  addition  to  our  growing  reference  collection 
when  we  do  receive  them. 

Throughout  the  late  winter  and  early  spring  the  librarian  attended  classes  in 
book  selection  for  adults  and  young  adults,  another  service  provided  by  the 
affiliation . 

The  weekly  story  hour,  unfortunately,  has  had  to  be  canceled  due  to  the  many 
conflicting  activities  of  the  children  during  the  school  year.    We  hope  to  resume 
this  activity  throughout  the  summer  vacation.    A  small  children's  branch  of  the 
Library  was  put  into  trial  operation  in  October  at  Fitzwilliam  Depot.    After  an 
encouraging  start,  use  of  the  service  dwindled  and  regretfully,  the  branch  was 
closed  aft  er  the  Christmas  holidays.     It  is  hoped  that  this  activity,  too,  may  be 
resumed  during  the  summer  vacation. 

There  have  been  no  major  repairs  or  painting  done  to  the  building  within  the 
past  year . 

The  present  assistant  librarian  Is  Mrs.  Joseph  Roche  whose  help  we  are  pleased 
to  have  available. 

The  classifying  and  cataloging  of  the  collection  continues. 

As  always,  the  librarian  is  grateful  for  the  cooperation  of  the  many  volunteers 
who  have  given  their  time  and  efforts  to  the  library  projects  and  for  the  gifts  of 
books  we  have  received  during  the  year.

SCOPE  OF  AUDIT 

Included  in  the  examination  and  audit  were  the  accounts  and  records 
of  the  Board  of  Selectmen,  Treasurer,  Tax  Collector,  Town  Clerk,  Library  and 
Trustees  of  Trust  Funds. 

FINANCIAL  STATEMENTS 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets:    December  3  1,1  965   -  December  3  1,1  966  : 
'   (  Exhibit  A-1  ) 

Comparative  Balance  Sheets  as  of  December  3  1,1  965  and 
December  3  1,   1  96  6  ,  are  presented  in  Exhibit  A-1  .    As  indicated  therein,  the 
Surplus  increased  by  $2  ,9  04  .6  6  ,  from  $1  0,9  1  8  .7  0  to  $1  3,8  2  3  .36   in 
1  96  6  .    Inasmuch  as  there  were  no  outstanding  long  term  notes  or  bonds  on 
December  3  1,1  966  ,  the  Balance  Sheet  Surplus  of  $1  3  ,8  23  .36  ,  also  re- 
presented the  Current  Surplus  (excess  of  total  assets  over  current  liabilities  )  on 
that  date  .

Comparative  statements  of  appropriations  and  expenditures,  estimated 
and  actual  revenues  for  the  fiscal  year  ended  December  3  1,   1966,  are  presented 
in  Exhibits  A-3  and  A-4  .    As  indicated  by  the  budget  summary  (Exhibit  A-4  ), 
a  net  unexpended  balance  of  appropriations  of  $1  ,1  38  .8  0,  plus  a  revenue 
surplus  of  $2,184  .47  ,  resulted  in  a  net  budget  surplus  of  $3,323  .27  .

A  summary  statement  of  receipts  and  expenditures  for  the  fiscal  year 
ended  December  3  1,   1966,  made  up  in  accordance  with  the  uniform  classifi- 
cation of  accounts,  is  included  in  Exhibit  B-1   .    Proof  of  the  Treasurer "s  balance 
as  of  December  3  1,1  966  ,  is  indicated  in  Exhibit  B-2  . 

AUDIT  PROCEDURE 


The  accounts  and  records  of  all  town  officials  charged  with  the  custody, 
receipt  and  disbursement  of  public  funds  were  examined  and  audited  .    Vouchers 
and  cancelled  checks  were  compared  with  supporting  invoices  and  payrolls  as  well 
as  entries  in  the  books  of  record  .    Receipts  were  checked  by  source  insofar  as 
possible  and  totals  of  receipts  and  expenditures  verified  .    Book  balances  were 
verified  by  comparison  with  reconciled  bank  balances  made  from  statements 
obtained  from  depository  banks  .    Verification  of  uncollected  taxes  was  made  by 
mailing  notices  to  delinquent  taxpayers  as  indicated  by  the  Collector's  records  . 
The  amounts  of  uncollected  and  unredeemed  taxes  as  indicated  in  this  report 
are  therefore  subject  to  any  changes  which  may  be  necessitated  by  the  return  of 
verification  notices  . 


GENERAL  COMMENTS 

Tax  Collector: 

It  is  noted  that  the  Tax  Collecor  had  funds  on  hand  in  the  amount  of 
$9  ,4  6  3  .4  3  ,  as  of  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  December  3  1  ,   1  96  6  .    In  this 
connection  attention  Is  called  to  R  .S  .A  .  4  1  :3  5  ,  as  amended,  which  provides 
in  part  as  follows: 

"*  *  *  *  *(The  Collector)  shall  on  or  before  the  tenth 
day  of  the  following  month  pay  over  to  the  town  treasurer 
all  money  collected  by  him  in  the  preceding  month  and 
make  a  final  payment  to  the  town  treasurer  of  all  moneys 
collected  by  him  on  or  before  December  thirty-first  as 
soon  as  possible  after  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year  _*****" 

Town  Clerk: 

It  is  also  noted  that  the  Town  Clerk  had  motor  vehicle  permit  and 
dog  license  funds  on  hand  in  the  amount  of  $4  00  .26  at  the  close  of  the  fiscal 
year  .    The  provisions  of  R  .S  .A .  26  0  :3  1  ,  require  that  remittance  of  all  funds 
received  by  the  Town  Clerk  from  these  sources  be  made  to  the  Town  Treasurer 
each  month  .    All  remittances  should  be  made  as  of  the  close  of  the  fiscal  year . 

Surety  Bonds: 

Surety  bonds  of  town  officiak  should  be  increased  as  follows: 

Town  Treasurer  -  from  $15,000.  to  520,000. 
Town  Clerk         -  from  $  2  ,00  0  .   to    $4,000. 

Conclusion: 

The  provisions  of  Chapter  1  8  4  of  the  Laws  of   1955,  require  that 
this  report  or  the  summary  of  findings  and  recommendations  (letter  of  transmittal) 
shall  be  published  in  the  next  annual  report  of  the  Town  .
